Thoy killed all 
the members of over 300 familios, and burncd the whole village to the 
ground, .sccording to the pcople living in the vincity of that villaco, 
the flames of the burning village could be sccn milcs avay, and tho 
outcrics of tho sufforing mass wore most horrible and tragic to those 
heard thom. 


The above statement contains facts free from falsehood, If the 
enemy atrocities statod above be eventually brought to trial in a 
court, I am willing to appear cither as an accusor or as a ‘vitness 
and to undergo punishment for any malicious accusation or falso 
testimony.
